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A Paper-Making Primer. 





Q. What do you consider the best 
method of treating wood ? 


A. It must be kept in mind that wood is | 


made up of cellulose and anti-cellulose ; that 


the cellulose is the fibre and the anti-cellulose | 


the matter which holds the fibres together, and 
consisting mostly of acids, which, when 
brought into contact with a solution of soda 
of sufficient strength, and at a high tempera- 
ture, unite with the soda, leaving the fibres 
free. Now, each kind of wood contains acid 
peculiar to itself in both kind and quantity. 
Chestnut contains a larger quantity of acid 
and of a different kind from the white and 
spruce pine. Poplar, willow and bass-wood 
contain still another kind of acid, but a 
smaller quantity of it than either of the first 
mentioned, In accordance with this we find 
that it requires a smaller quantity of soda to 
reduce the poplar and kindred woods than it 
does to reduce the chestnut and the pines, 
and this should lead to the conclusion that 
it is not the hardness of the wood which 
requires the strong soda solution and the high 
temperature, but the quantity and kind of acid 
which the wood contains. Therefore the 
quantity of soda and the temperature must be 
suited to the kind of wood which is under 
treatment. The best method is that which 
reduces the soda, time and temperature to the 
lowest point consistent with the production of 
a pure cellulose, and leaves only a slight trace 
of soda in the spent liquor. If the cellulose 
is not pure, the condition of the spent liquor 
will always indicate the reason. If the liquor 
is strong in soda it shows that either the time 
or steam has been neglected ; if it is neutral 
it indicates that some mistake has been made 
in its strength or quantity ; if there is a trace 
of soda in it and the cellulose is good, except 
that a few half-cooked chips are mixed through 
it, this indicates that the total quantity of 
soda in the solution was right, but that 
the quantity of the solution was not 
sufficient to cover the chips, and that, there- 
fore, a larger quantity of a weaker solution 
ought to beemployed. If—the cellulose being 
pure—there is a large excess of soda in the 
spent liquor, the strength of the solution 
ought to be reduced. Ifa solution of exces- 
sive strength is employed with a high tem- 
perature a shorter time will be sufficient to re- 
duce the wood ; but, if the time necessary to 
neutralize all of the acids is exceeded, the 
fibre will be injured because the soda will act 
on the fibre if allowed to remain in contact 
with it at the high temperature. For the 
purpose of settling these points the following 
course was pursued in actual practices: The 
digester employed was stationary, seven feet 
in diameter, eighteen feet deep, provided 
with a steam coil and circulating pump. It 
held nearly two and a half cords of poplar 
wood and yielded 2,250 pounds of bleached 
fibre. A beginning was made with 2,240 
gallons of the soda solution at 12°; steam 
pressure, 100 pounds; time, six hours. 
This made a good fibre, but the spent liquor 
was strong in soda and the half-cooked 
black chips were present, the strength of 
the solution was gradually reduced, but 
the same quantity was used. When the 
solution reached 9°, steam pressure, 120°, 
time 6 hours, the pulp was still good. There 
was only a trace of free soda in the spent 
liquor, but the black chips continued. The 
quantity of the solution was then increased to 
2,520 gallons at 8°. This improved the color 
somewhat, but the black chips still appeared. 
Then 2,870 gallons at 7° were used, and nearly 
all of the black chips disappeared. The 
strength of the solution was next reduced to 
6°, and the quantity of the solution was in- 
creased to 3,360 gallons. At this point the 
chips entirely disappeared, and the pulp was 
easily bleached white. Ultimately the press- 
ure was increased to 135 pounds, and the time 
was reduced to 5 hours. In all of these trials, 
after the strength of the solution was reduced 
to 9°, the spent liquor showed a slight trace of 
soda, and although the boiling was continued 
in some cases to 7 and 8 hours, the fibre did 
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not seem to be injured, and the liquor showed 
the same trace of soda. 

Q. What difference would there be in the 
management if direct steam was used to heat 
this digester ? 

A. The quantity of soda solution would be 
about one-third less but enough stronger to 
give the proper quantity of soda, say, 2,240 
gallons at 9°, but much would depend upon 
the quality of the steam furnished, and whether 
the solution was hot or cold when it was put 
into the digester. A variation on these points 
renders the results uncertain and compels 
those who boil by direct steam to use a larger 
quantity of soda than is necessary, and it is 
doubtful if the circulation pump could be used, 
for the reason that the steam going in directly 
to the same place whence the pump draws its 
supply of liquor might interfere with the work- 
ing of the pump. 

Q. Does the rotary give a better result than 
the stationary ? 

A. In some respects the rotary is to be 
preferred. A steam pressure of 100 pounds 
in the rotary gives results equal to 120 pounds 
in the stationary. A smaller quantity of so- 
lution may be used, but, of 
course, at a proportionate 
strength. The quantity to 
be used in a rotary 7x 18 is 
2,240 gallons at 9°, where- 
as, we have seen that 3,360 
gallons at 6° are used in the 
stationary digester of the 
same size. This is a strong 
point in favor of the rotary 
in relation to the recovery 
of the ash. If direct steam 
is used in the rotary the 
quantity of solution would 
have to be reduced the same 
as in the stationary and 
1,500 gallons at 13%° would 
be the strength and quantity, 
but at the end of the op- 
eration the quantity and strength would be 
about the same as with the coil on account 
of the condensation of steam. The differ- 
ence between the rotary and the station- 
ary digester may be summed up thus: For 
quantity or quality there is no difference ; 
100 pounds steam pressure in the rotary 
is equal to 120 pounds in the stationary ; 3 
gallons of liquor must be used in the station- 
ary to 2 gallons in the rotary. Convenience 
in blowing out the liquor and washing in 
the digester and emptying are all in favor of 
the rotary, but in filling itis in favor of the 
stationary. 


APPARATUS FOR 
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Removing Metals from Paper 
Stock and Pulp. 





The purpose of the apparatus illustrated 
is to provide a method and means in the pro- 
cess of paper manufacture to separate a large 
proportion of the small metallic substances 
and matter from the material, and thus pre- 
vent its being worked into the paper. 

The apparatus consists in the application of 
one or more magnets to the material during 
the process of manufacture, whereby all mag- 
netic matter may be caught and separated 
therefrom, and it further consists in the means 
adapted to apply the magnets. Figures 1 and 
2 are side views of an arrangement for the ap- 
plication of the magnets for use in cut rags, 
and Figs. 3 and 4 are views illustrating the 
application to pulp. 

, Very many mechanical contrivances may be 
devised with which the attractive force of mag- 
nets may be utilized for this purpose, and there 
are many stages in the process of paper manu- 
facture where the magnetic force may be ap- 
plied to accomplish the desired result, and both 
permanent and electro magnets may be used. 

The best result is said to be attained by the 
application of the magnetic force in two stages 
—the first after the rags have been reduced to 
the size to which they are usually reduced be- 
fore being placed in the bleach-boiler, and the 
second after the material has been reduced to 
pulp. 

The method of applying and utilizing this 
power or force in the first instance is to pro- 
vide two sets of revolving magnets, a, as 
shown in Figs. 1 and 2, and to feed the cut 


so adjusted that all the material which passes 
is caused to come in contact with or in close 
proximity to the magnets, when, if there be 
any particles in the stock, either separated 
from or attached to the rags of the nature 
above described, they will be attached to the 
magnets and be carried by the revolving of 
the magnets away from the flow of clear ma- 
terial, and may be wiped from the magnets 
with any convenient appliance. A fixed or 
stationary magnet may, however, be used at 
this stage and a good result attained. 

Fig. 1 illustrates a device consisting of a 
hopper, 4, having a feed-wheel, ¢, arranged to 
feed the stock to the magnets a. The feed- 
wheel ¢ is provided with pins which catch and 
feed the rags through the chute. 

Fig. 2 illustrates a means of feeding the 
rags to the magnets upon an endless apron. 

Figs. 3 and 4 illustrate the method of appli- 
cation to separate the objectionable matter 
which may have passed the first appliance 
from the stock after it has assumed the form 
of pulp. The magnets are preferably ap- 


plied to the pulp while it is passing through 
the sand-catcher.

shallow, and by immersing the magnets at 
this point all or a large proportion of the mag- 
netic matter is caught. There is, in much of 
the pulp, a scale which apparently comes 
from the iron portion of the machinery with 
which the pulp comes in contact, The pulp is 
of such consistency that these small particles 
are held and do not fall to the bottom ; neither 
can they be caught in screens. It is there- 
fore suggested that the best method of applica- 
tion is to attach a series of magnets to an 
arbor and revolve them slowly in the sand-box 
in a direction against the flow of the pulp. The 
magnets, being set near together, will thus aid 
in separating the globules of pulp which gath- 
er and hold the objectionable matter, aiding 
thus mechanically in freeing the pulp of the 
particles of foreign matter. The magnets 
should be cleaned once in about twenty-four 
hours. This may be done with any convenient 
contrivance. A brush properly adjusted to 
accomplish the desired result is thought best. 
The revolving magnets may, however, be used 
without a mechanical means to clean them— 
7. ¢., may be cleaned as magnets have hereto- 
fore been, 

One advantage of a moving magnet over a 
fixed one is seen in the fact that some of the 
thicker portions of the pulp may become 
packed or lodged against the fixed magnet, 
and the flowing portion be thus turned aside 
and prevented coming in as close contact as it 
otherwise would, while with a moving magnet 
this feature is avoided. It will therefore be 
seen that a magnet adapted to move in the 
pulp will produce a better result than one 
which is stationary, and an oscillatory, per- 
pendicular, horizontal or other motion may 


be easily given to the magnet.

Water-Marking. 





Water-marks have been found bearing 
date as early as 1301, but little appears to 
have been recorded of the improvements ef- 
fected in the process of manufacture. Blanchet 
Fréres & Kleber, a paper-making firm well 
known in France, and whose mills are situ- 
ated at Rives, in the department of Isere, ap- 
plied on the 13th of February for an English 
patent for an invention, the object of which is 
to provide means for the production in cylin- 


rags between these magnet-rolls, they being ' der machines of papers presenting shaded 


water-marks, such as are employed for bank- 
notes, &c, 
only just appeared, we learn that this result is 
obtained by providing the paper-making cylin- 
der with goffered cloths, or cloths presenting 
designs capable of producing water-marks 
presenting effects of light and shade in every 
gradation, so that the stuff is molded in the 
same manner as in the production of hand- 
made paper without any distortion of the 
mark, contrary to the method usually followed 
of imprinting the water-mark by pressure ap- 
plied to the wet pulp. The cylinder is con- 
structed of a number of carved brass segments 
in the form of gratings, the bars of which, in 
cross sections, taper toward the exterior and 
extend in a direction concentric with the cyl- 
inder, being combined with smaller bars ar- 
ranged parallel with its axis. Instead of the felt 
used to receive the paper from the making 
cylinder, a wire cloth is employed, and 
the couch roller is replaced by a very 
elastic india-rubber couch roller, perforated 
with holes, running parallel with its axis. 
Paper with shaded water-marks manufactur- 
ed with this machine would be liable to be in- 
jured by the drying cylin- 
ders provided in ordinary 
cylinder machines. In order 
to obviate this, the cloth, 
\ fw after passing over the 
(0 troughs and being acted 
upon by a roller on the up- 
per side, is drawn over cop- 
per plates placed above 
sheet-metal boxes heated by 
steam. A fan is arranged 
between the plates to drive 
off the vapor. At the ex- 
tremity of the machine far- 
thest from the couch roller, 
the cloth is carried round a 
perforated drum in which 
works a fan; underneath 
this fan a motor and pressing 
roller elevates the cloth on its return to the 
coucher. A brush revolving at the side of the 
perforated drum detaches the sheets and fa- 
cilitates their delivery, and a scraper acts upon 
the cloth behind this brush. The returning 
cloth is conducted under and over rollers, and 
through a trough filled with water, wherein it 
is washed, and is also brought in contact with 
revolving brushes, which remove any frag- 
ments of pulp that may still adhere to it. Al- 
though it is best to employ the drying appara- 
tus described, it is not absolutely essential.— 
Paper Trade Review,

No. 5.—Dissolve ammonia chloride with 
size, as before mentioned, and then sulphate 
of alumina in a proportion of about six 
pounds to every one hundred-weight of size, 
and when thoroughly incorporated with the 
pulp in the beating-engine add for every one 
hundred-weight of size about two pounds of an 
alkaline chromate, such as chromate of pot- 
ash in solution. For the purpose of improv- 
ing the precipitate, finally add a small quan- 
tity of ammonia sulphate in a proportion of 
about two pounds for every hundred-weight of 
size. 

No. 6.—Instead of employing ammonia 
chloride alone, combine it with calcium sul- 
phate and hydrochloric acid. For this pur- 
pose first dissolve the ammonia chloride in 
water, and then add about six pounds of 
calcined calcium sulphate to every six 
pounds of ammonia chloride, and then add 
about three pounds of hydrochloric acid. 
Allow the mixture to remain a few hours 
before using, stirring it from to 
time, and then employ it the same as 
the ammonia chloride alone, precipitating the 
glue in the same way as already described. 
In employing this mixture, however, the pre- 
cipitation can be made with good results by us- 
ing ammonia sulphate alone in a proportion of 


time 


about twelve pounds for every one hundred- 
weight of size, without employing an astrin- 
gent metallic salt. In all described 
above the ammonia chloride is principally add- 
ed for the purpose of rendering the glue less 
brittle. Where hardness is no object—such 
as for material to be used in the place of horn,

| bone, wood, &c.—the ammonia chloride is 
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From the specification, which has | omitted. 


No. 7.—To a strong solution of hydrochloric 
acid add a dilute solution of an alkaline sili- 
cate until the slightest signs of precipitation 
appear. Of this solution add from one and 
one-half to two and one-half gallons to every 
four gallons of size contained in the beating- 
engine. Then add for every gallon of acid 
silica used about an equal quantity of soda 
hyposulphite in a saturated solution, and 
when thoroughly mixed add a small propor- 
tion of ammonia sulphate, for the purpose of 
improving the precipitate, for this purpose a 
proportion of two to three pounds being suffi- 
cient. 

No. 8.—Instead of employing an acid sili- 
cate, under certain circumstances employ 
an alkaline silicate, for which purpose pro- 
ceed as follows: Mix with every hundred- 
weight of size from one-fourth to three-fourths 
hundred-weight of an ordinary solution of an 
alkaline silicate, such as silicate of soda. In- 
corporate the size and silica with the pulp in 
the beating-engine, and add a compound of 
chloride, by preference ammonia chloride, of 
which add a solution to the matter in the 
beating-engine until no precipitate forms. 
Instead of employing a salt of chlorine, there 
can be used with very good results a small 
quantity of hydrochloric acid in a proportion 
of about one-eighth of the weight of « 
silicate employed, then adding : 
sulphate until no more precipitate will 
form, 

No. 9.—Take a salt of an alkaline earth, 
and preferably the calcium chloride with 
hydrochloric acid in excess—that is, to a’ satu- 
rated solution of ordinary calcium 4 
add from one-half to an equal quantity in 
bulk of hydrochloric acid. Of this solution 
add about one and one-half gallon to every 
four gallons of size contained in the beating- 
engine. Then adda saturated solution of soda 
hyposulphite, in a proportion of about two 
gallons to every one and one-half gallons of 
calcium chloride and acid employed, and when 
thoroughly mixed with the size and the pulp, 
add a small quantity of ammonia sulphate, for 
the purpose of improving the precipitate. 

No. 10.—In cases where it is desired to 
make a very opaque material of a good color, 
take a soluble salt of baryta or calcium in con- 
junction with a sulphate or a sulphite. For 
this purpose add to every hundred-weight of 
size, either before or after its introduction into 
the beating-engine, from six to ten pounds 
of the soluble salt of the alkaline earth, em- 
ploying for this purpose barium chloride, 
and after thoroughly mixing it with the size 
in the beating-engine, add, either in a dry 
state or in solution, a sulphate or a sulphite. 
It is thought best to employ sulphate of alumina 
in a proportion of about four pounds to every 
six pounds of the salt of the alkaline earth 
employed, and, after being thoroughly mixed, 
add a small quantity of a caustic alkali in 


- 


solution—such as soda hydrate—in a propor- 
tion of about one-half pound to every six 
pounds of baryta chloride employed; or in- 
stead of employing a caustic alkali, take an 
alkaline sulphate, in which case the ammonia 
sulphate is suggested. 

No. 11.—Instead of precipitating the glue 
in the beating-engine, it may be precipitated, 
but not with such good results, before it is in- 
corporated with the pulp in the beating-en- 
gine by any of the above-named processes, or 
with bichromate of potash in conjunction with 
any other astringent metallic acid salt, such as 
the sulphate of alumina or zinc. In this case

atus, or mix the precipitating solution together 
before adding them to the size. Thus, in em- 
ploying process No. 2, first add a solution of 
three pounds of bichromate of potash to every 
one hundred-weight of size and then a solution 
of sulphate of ammonia until the whole is pre- 
cipitated ; or mix the two solutions in a pro- 


portion of three pounds of bichromate of 
potash and from eight to ten pounds of 
ammonia sulphate together and add the same 
until all the size is precipitated. Add the solid 


| precipitate formed to the pulp in the beat- 


ing-engine and allow it to rub or beat fine with 


the pulp.

Obituary. 





Horace W. PEASLEE. 

Horace W. Peaslee, straw wrapping-paper 
manufacturer, Malden Bridge, Columbia 
County, N. Y., died on Tuesday afternoon, 
January 13, at his residence from the result of 
an accident. During the storm on last Sun- 
day night Mr. Peaslee walked off the bank 
near his mill, falling a distance of fifteen feet 
into the creek. His cries aroused some of 
the people in the vicinity, who found difficulty 
in locating them on account of the high wind 
which prevailed, and Mr. Peaslee was there- 
fore lost in the ice for about half an hour. Im- 
mediately after his rescue Dr. Morey was 
summoned, and remained with him during 
the night. Subsequently he went into a 
comatose condition, and remained in a semi- 
conscious state until his death. Mr. Peaslee 
was about seventy-seven years of age, and 
was the oldest manufacturer of straw wrap- 
ping-paper in this State. While, owing to the 
peculiar conditions of the market during the 
past few years, other manufacturers at times 
cheapened their product at the expense of 
quality, Mr. Peaslee always kept up a uniform 
standard for his goods, and his paper had a 
good reputation in the trade on this account. 
By the death of Mr. Peaslee his neighbors and 
acquaintances have lost an estimable associate 
and a true friend. He was known as a man 
of high sense of honor and strict moral char- 
acter. He will be greatly missed in the trade, 
in which he had a great many warm friends. 
Great sympathy is expressed for his family, 
which consists of his widow and six grown 
children. He lost a daughter by death only a 
few weeks ago. His funeral will take place 
to-day from his late home, and the interment 
will be at Valatie, a few miles off. 





SAMUEL S. CONSTANT. 


Samuel S. Constant, a retired wall-paper 
manufacturer, one of the founders and for 
many years a member of the firm of Christy, 
Constant & Co., died suddenly of heart disease 
on Monday morning at his residence, No. 420 
West Twenty-third street. Mr. Constant was 
born in Newburyport, Mass., December 17, 
1817. He began business as a clerk in a Bos- 
ton shipping house, but about 1840 came to 
this city, and in connection with his brother- 
in-law, the late Thomas Christy, established 
the firm of Christy & Constant, which built up 
one of the largest wall-paper establishments 
in this country. Mr. Christy was the me- 
chanic of the firm, while Mr. Constant was 
the financier, The factory, originally at 
Poughkeepsie, was brought down to this city 
about 1855, and installed in buildings erected 
for the purpose on the south side of Twenty- 
third street, between Ninth and Tenth ave- 
nues. The works have been added to from 
time to time, and are now among the most 
complete and extensive in the world. Mr. 
Constant retired from active business about 
fifteen years ago, but retained a special inter- 
est in the firm, which has since undergone 
several changes of membership, and is now 
Christy, Walcott & Co. 

After his retirement, Mr. Constant spent a 
year abroad. He was one of the original 
members of the Union League Club, and dur- 
ing the war played a prominent part in its 
affairs. Since then, however, though still re-

maining a member, he has not spent much of 
his time at the club-house. He was also one 
of the trustees of Vassar College, and identi- 
fied with a number of charitable societies. He 
leaves a widow and four children. 





GrorGE A. TUTTLE. 

George A. Tuttle, the founder of the Rut- 
land (Vt.) Daily Herald, died at his residence 
in Rutland on Sunday, January 4, sixty-nine 
years of age. In 1861 he founded the Daily 
Herald, which rendered valuable services to 
the people of his city and State during the 
troublous war times. Mr. Tuttle was a gen- 
erous and unselfish man, and contributed very 
largely to the growth and prosperity of the 
city of Rutland. 





SCHUYLER COLFAX. 


The Hon, Schuyler Colfax dropped dead in 
the Union depot at Mankato, Minn., on Tues- 
day morning. 

Schuyler Colfax was born at New York city 
March 23, 1823. He received a common- 
school education, and in 1845 became the pro- 
prietor and editor of the South Bend (Ind.) 
Register, which he published for eighteen 
years. He was elected in 1850 a delegate 
from St. Joseph County to the convention that 
framed the constitution of Indiana. He was 
a member of Congress from 1850 to 1869, and 
was Speaker of the House of Representatives 
from December 3, 1855, to March 3, 1869. 
He was elected Vice-President of the United 
States on the ticket with General Grant, and 
served from March 4, 1869, to March 3, 1873. 
Since that time he has been vice-president of 
a manufacturing company at South Bend, 
Ind., and has taken an active part in politics.

Boston Notes.

Owing to the unsettled condition of 
the rag business, importers report trade as 

ill, though prices are very firm. 

Very little paper-stock is moving. Manu- 
{acturers are perfectly willing to buy, but they 
are looking for supplies at old figures, while 

ealers are holding for an advance. 

From present indications a further advance 
in rags is among the possibilities, and this is 

ot very far distant either. 

Talking with an importer to-day, I was told 
by him that his house had practically, for the 
time being, withdrawn from the trade, so far 
as the importing of rags was concerned, be- 

ause of the unsatisfactory regulations govern- 
ing the business. 

Notwithstanding considerable talk has been 
indulged in relative to the establishment of a 
disinfecting station at this port, nothing has 
yet been done, and from present indications 
Boston’s disinfecting depot seems to be in 
tatu quo. 

Boston importers do not appear to take 
kindly to the scheme ; not that they actually 
oppose it, but because they do not know what 
system of disinfecting rags will be best suited 
to manufacturers’ wants. 

With four different systems of disinfecting 
to choose from, neither of which has been so 
thoroughly tested as to demonstrate the value 
of one over the other, importers are at a loss 
which to indorse. When disinfected rags are 
offered it is feared that manufacturers will 
receive them only at seller’s risk, their value 
as paper-stock to be ascertained at the mill. 

It may be well worth considering by those 
interested that the Government offers no ab- 
solute guarantee that its present regulations 
would be continued should another outbreak 
of cholera in foreign ports be announced, and 
this uncertainty enters as an unknown quan- 
tity in the solution of the rag problem. 

Another factor is the action of the steam- 
ship companies, who, I am informed, have 
concluded to load no rags unless disinfected. 
Such being the case, what support will those 
parties receive who put their capital into 
‘disinfecting plants” for the benefit of the 
Boston trade? 

In view of the future possibilities, which all 
tend to stiffen the firm tone of the market, 
manufacturers might be the gainers by stock- 
ing up for future needs, even at present prices. 

The actual movements in paper do not show 
much activity though there is a good feeling 
in the trade. A city manufacturer is reported 
as saying that during the past week he had an 
unusual number of inquiries for paper, some of 
which were reduced to orders. 

A writing-paper maker from Holyoke, dur- 
ing his last week’s tour among the city deal- 
ers, claims to have taken more orders for fine 
paper than he took during any two weeks of 
last year. 

Straws show which way the wind blows, 
and one should set his sails to catch the 
breeze. 

Chemical dealers report that they have had 
more inquiries during the past week, and as 
prices generally are ruling low the movements 
of stock are expected to increase very shortly. 
Bleaching powders are quoted at 1.70c. to 1.80c. 
as per brand, quantity and position. Stocks 
are not large. The foreign market is reported 
firmer. From advices received by a leading 
importer, it is reported that the foreign manu- 
facturers are contemplating a further reduction 
in their product. Soda ash sti!l holds at last 
week's quotations. Caustic soda and soda 
crystals are without change. Clay is moving 
at old figures. Rosins are a little firmer, F is 
quoted at $1.75 to $1.80; G, $1.85 to $1.90. 

The week’s imports of paper-stock foot up 
1,416 bales rags, 117 bales flax waste and 
1,952 bales paper-stock, of which 290 bales are 
paper waste. 

Of chemicals the imports for the week to 
date comprise 442 casks bleaching powder, 
300 drums caustic soda, 243 casks soda ash 
and 280 barrels soda crystals. 

For the year 1884 the grand total of imports 
of paper-stock at this port reached the 
following figures: 62,508 bales rags, 92,044 
bales paper-stock, 7,337 coils old rope, 27,443 
bundles wood pulp, 2,475 bales old bagging 
and 4,700 bales jute butts. 

The total imports of chemicals for the year 
comprise 38,264 casks bleaching powder, 
20,967 drums caustic soda, 26,652 casks soda 
ash and 19,501 barrels soda crystals. 

Tabulated statements, showing the monthly 
receipts of each grade of paper-stock and the 
quantities of chemicals received at this port 
each month during the year 1884, will be found 
in the import column this week, to which I 
would call the attention of those interested. 

The tables were compiled from the weekly 
lists of imports made and furnished by the 
writer during the past year, and are as relia- 
ble as it is possible to make them, considering 
the numerous sources from which the infor- 
mation is gathered. 

J. H. McAvity, of the Lincoln Pulp and 


Paper Company, Lincoln, Me., favored the 
Boston office with a call during the week. He 
reports his mill running full time, turning out 
six and a half tons of chemical fibre daily. 
Business he reports as very fair; all his pro- 
duct finds ready sale ; but prices he says are 
discouraging. He showed some very fine 
samples in sheets of bleached poplar and part 
bleached spruce, which he holds at 4c. and 
5c. respectively. 

The chemical fibre manufacturers held a 
meeting to-day at Young’s Hotel, which was 
very well attended, nine of the leading mills 
being represented. 

Two committees were appointed; one to 
look into the matter of production with a view 
of presenting a report relative to restricting 
the same ; the other committee to prepare a 
report concerning the imports of wood pulp, 
rates of duty, &c. 

Notwithstanding the frequent assertion that 
chemical fibre was being sold at figures less 
than 4 cents, it was stoutly denied by those in 
attendance at the meeting. And though some 
members insisted upon higher prices the sense 
of the meeting favored that no fibre should 
be sold for less than 4 cents. 

From a gentleman present, I learn that the 
meeting was very harmonious, and that the 
fibre makers seem to fully realize the fact 
that steps should be taken to promote the 
interests of that industry. 

When the committees shall have presented 
their f€ports further action is promised. 

After adjournment those present enjoyed a 
collation and then parted with good feeling.

The Joint Committee on Public Print- 
ing met in the Senate Committee Room this 
morning at half-past ten for the purpose of 
opening and examining bids for furnishing 
paper for public printing. Public Printer 
Rounds and his chief clerk, E. B. Taylor, 
were present, together with representatives 
from the various firms bidding. Senator 
Manderson, the Chairman of the Committee, 
opened and read the proposals, while a list of 
bids was kept by the chief clerk of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, the clerk of the com- 
mittee and the gentlemen present who were 
interested. After very careful examination 
the committee finished its labors about ten 
minutes past twelve Pp. M. There were bids 
from twenty-seven business houses, mostly of 
New York and Boston. Some of the largest 
manufacturers for some reason failed to put 
in any bid this year. The awards will not be 
made for several days yet. 

The following contains the lowest figures 
bid on each class : 

Class A, book-printing paper: W. M. Sing- 
erly, of Philadelphia, Pa., 5 7-10c. per pound. 

Class B, book-printing paper: F. W. Mc- 
Dowell, of Philadelphia, Pa., 6 8-roc. per 
pound. 

Class C, book-printing paper: Moorehouse 
Brothers, Philadelphia, Pa., 6 7-10c. per 
pound,

The opening of the bids for the Gov- 
ernment contracts at Washington on Wednes- 
day was the chief topic of conversation in 
paper-trade circles to-day. The prices bid 
are extremely low, and will serve as no cri- 
terion to the trade at large. Philadelphia, as 
usual, will carry away the lion’s share of the 
whole business. The contracts will take out 
a large amount of stock from the market, and 
benefit the manufacturing interests. There 
were five Philadelphia bidders. Alexander 
Balfour was the lowest bidder on blue writing 
paper, Moorhouse on colored papers; A. G. 
Elliott & Co. will supply one-half of the plate 
paper and all of the map paper ; Megargee & 
Co, will furnish the other half of the plate pa- 
per and all of the writing paper; Wm. M. 
Singerley, of the Xecord, will receive the con- 


tract for the machine-finished book paper. 
The prices at which these contracts were taken 
| were the lowest ever known to the trade. The 
machine-finished book paper was offered at 
| §.7¢., the super-calendered paper at 6.8c., the 
| Moorhouse colored paper, 7.9¢.; the Jessup & 
Moore Company bid the lowest on all of the 
super-calendered. This last contract will 
amount to 1,500,000 pounds. The machine- 
finished paper contract calls for 2,728,000 
pounds. But the Government generally uses 
more ; sometimes one-half more. The other 
manufacturers declined to bid, knowing be- 
forehand that the cutting of prices would be 
very sharp, and that margins are not sufficient 
to justify them in bidding. 

The paper manufacturers are moderately 
busy ; two or three mills will be started full 
time in the course of the next ten days. A.G. 
Elliott & Co. are doing a very large business, 
and are holding their trade, as well as the 
trade of J. G. Ditman & Co, Mr. Mitchell 
reports a strong, steady demand, steady prices, 
and excellent trade prospects. A. G. Elliott 
& Co., while not exactly claiming a boom, are 
doing an immense trade, and it is safe to say 
that the old house is being handled in a way 
likely to test its full capacity. 

Wolff Brothers, 506 to 510 Minor street, 
have been enjoying a steady trade, and find 
the demand for the various kinds of paper they 
handle up to the average of former seasons. 
In comparing the present condition of the 
paper trade with that of former years, they see 
no reason for fault-finding, but, in fact, have 
good reasons for expecting a quiet, steady im- 
provement in the demand for paper, and wider 
margins. The sharp competition of the past 
year in the paper trade has done, perhaps, as 
much good as harm. 

At the meeting of the paper trade, on Wed- 
nesday, which was of the usual social char- 
acter, a resolution was passed to the effect 
that the depressed condition of the paper 
trade was due to the manufacturing of more 
stock than the market called for, and then 
crowding this stock on the market at lower 
prices than it ought to sell for, simply to get 
rid of it. The membership is pleased with the 
fact that friendly relations are growing, and 
believe that, ultimately, as much practical 
benefit will be realized from this social inter- 
course as though the association were of a 
mere business nature, instead of, as it does, 
combining business with pleasure. ry

Business is beginning to improve with 
some of the paper manufacturers, and they say 
that the outlook is assuming a brighter aspect. 
One man told me yesterday that ‘‘ we have 
turned the corner, and from this time on busi- 
ness will continue to improve.” When asked 
how he accounted for the change he replied 
that, unlike the brook, business could not 
‘*flow on forever” in one channel, but with a 
return of confidence must naturally come a 
change for the better, and as THE JOURNAL 
truthfully remarked, ‘‘ while nothing like a 
sudden reaction in trade is looked for, the 
time is not far distant when the dawn of a 
brighter day will break over the country.” 
These few words express the situation exactly, 
and if some of the doubting ones will only try 
to believe that better times are coming the 
improvement will soon be general. Business 
cannot be worse than it has been for the past 
two or three months, and yet in the face of all 
this some of our manufacturers who have just 
closed their books find that they have made 
some money ; not a large sum, to be sure, but 
enough to say that the balance is on the right 
side. There is very little change in prices, 
andif any takes place they will be apt to rule 
higher. The present is as good a time to buy 
paper of all kinds as will be offered, but the 
manufacturers are not anxious to take orders 
very far ahead. The mills as a general thing 
have a fair supply of orders on hand. 

There is a general feeling of uncertainty in 
regard to foreign rags, now that they are to 
be disinfected on the other side. The supply 
in some cases will be somewhat limited, till 
the rags shipped before January 1 begin to 
arrive, but the mills, as a rule, have sufficient 
stock on hand for present needs. Some of 
the mills have enongh rags on hand to last for 
two months, while I know of others that have 
a sufficient quantity on hand to last till the 
first of May, and they were bought well, too. 
It is quite likely that prices will soon begin to 
stiffen, as the cost of disinfection must be 
added as soon as the process is applied. It is 
an important question with the manufacturers 
how the rags will stand the ordeal. If live 
steam is introduced, or if the stock is boiled 
and chemicals are used in the process, will 
not the fibre lose much of its strength while 
passing through the ordeal? These are some 
of the questions which are asked. The result 
will be awaited with no small amount of inter- 
est, and the first stock received will be pretty 
thoroughly tested. Our paper makers are 
very particular in the preparation of their 
rags, and the latter are put through many 
processes before they are thoroughly cleansed 
and ready for use, and there is some fear ex- 
pressed lest during disinfection the dirt will 
be allowed to boil into the fibre, which would

A tour among the paper dealers at 
present is not productive of much news. No 
complaint is heard, but there is nothing at 
present to cause merchants to give vent to 
joyous mirth or to indulge in much self-congra- 
tulation. Still there is enough to be thankful 
for, not only for the present but for the out- 
look for future trade. From what I have 
heard and seen in my walks in the trade, I 
should not be afraid to predict a sharp ad- 
vance in prices in less than five weeks’ time. 
A prominent paper-stock dealer was heard to 
let out the following few facts : 

‘* Unless the prices of paper-stock advance 
in a month's time the Eastern mills will not 
be able to get a carload of stock from Chicago, 
as the prices on assorted stock are so low that 
the dealers are unable to offer any induce- 
ment to country shippers for mixed rags. 
There is a dearth of receipts of paper-stock 
in this market, and there are not more than 
one or two houses assorting rags in this city. 
They will run out shortly, and the rest of them 
have no mixed rags to sort. This, coupled 
with the scarcity of foreign rags, owing to the 
disinfecting order, will compel the Eastern 
mills to raise their prices, and when they do 
this they can obtain plenty of stock.” 

The subject of hospital rags was brought 
before your correspondent, and in order to

A representative of M,. Kaufman, dealer in 
paper-stock, woolen rags and metals, said in an- 
swer to a query: ‘‘ We refuse to have anything 
to do with rags coming from hospitals, A load 
was brought us the other day, but we did not 
accept them, There are one or two houses 
here that handle them largely.

THE Argentine Republic has adopted 
a new import tariff, which went into 
effect on January 1. The duties on paper 
are moderate, being only 1o per cent. ad 
valorem on writing and print papers. 
The tariff on bound blank-books is 5 per 
cent., provided that the books are not 
gilded in any way; printing materials are 
charged 5 per cent., except type and 
lithographic presses. Playing-cards are 
charged 10 pesetas per gross. All kinds 
of paper and stationery other than those 
enumerated above must pay 25 per cent. 
ad valorem. The Argentine Republic is 
progressive and is willing to extend her 
trade relations with this country. There 
is no reason why she should not be ac- 
commodated.

RAGS can now be disinfected at the 
port of New York—provided that the 
health authorities do not intervene. The 
Secretary of the Treasury has designated 
a place where the disinfection can be per- 
formed, and has assigned an inspector to 
the pleasant duty of seeing that it is 
properly done. The location chosen 
at Brooklyn, where, however, some ob- 
struction is likely to ensue from the fact 
—as we understand it—that the health 
officer of that city announces his objec- 
tion to the disinfection of rags within the 
limits of the municipality, except upon 
satisfactory evidence that the rags are 
non-infected. This raises the question | 
why the rags should be disinfected if | 
they are not dangerous. We suspect | 
that Dr. Raymond is trying to have some 
fun at the expense of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, or perhaps, of the rag im- 
porters.

ON Wednesday of this week the Con- 
gressional joint committee on public | 
printing opened the proposals for supply- 
ing paper for the use of the public print- | 
ing-office for one year next ensuing Feb- 
ruary 28. We present elsewhere the 
complete tabulation of the bids, noting 
that low as the contracts were taken last 
year, the figures of the new proposals are 
still lower. But when we look at the bids 
critically it strikes us that the difference 
is of a character to indicate quite certainly 
that the decline in prices has attained its 
limit. Naturally, government contracts 
are no criterion of market prices, but in 
this instance they have features which 
justify the foregoing opinion. The ab- 
sence of many prominent paper makers 
from the competition or, if interested, 
their representation by other parties, is 
one feature which will attract notice. 





IN paper mills the question of wash- 
water is of some importance. Much loss is 
often incurred for want of wash-water, and 
money is freely and even recklessly spent 
to obtain it. At the same time, if some 
care was taken, and the necessary appa- 
ratus was put in, a large quantity of the 
water employed might be used a second 
time. Many crude and imperfect attempts 
have been made in this direction, but have 
mostly failed because they attempted too 
much, or because the effort has been made 
to use the water in the wrong direction, 
and the means employed were often 
absurdly deficient. The water which drains 
out of the half stuff through the drainers, 
and that which is discharged by the cylin- 
der washers from the beaters, is perfectly 
clear and clean. It has a trace of chlorine 
in it, which makes it better than pure water 
for washing purposes, and it ought to be 
saved and used in the washing engines 
before bleaching. This would not only 
save water, but would leave the half stuff 
in good condition for bleaching. The 
water from the machine should also be 
run into a clean reservoir, and employed to 
empty the beaters with; this also has been 
attempted, but failed because the means 
adopted were entirely inadequate. There | 
is some clay, alum, size and fine pulp in this 
water, which, apart from the value of the 
water, makes it worth saving. The reser- 
voir for this water ought to be made the 
same as a stuff chest, and should be pro- 
vided with an agitator.

Fourdrinier Wires. 

To the Editor of The Journal : 

After a careful perusal of your editorial on 
the wear of the Fourdrinier wires, I frankly 
confess that you are in the main right in your 
conclusions as to the same, although I certain- 
ly must take exception to your giving the ma- 
chine-tender all of the credit for the extra- 
ordinary results attained in running a wire. 
While I own that it is to the good judgment 
of the machine-tender that a wire will wear so 
long, yet I claim that the maker of the article 
is or ought to be entitled to a share of the 
credit. 

Pray, what machine-tender can make a wire 
last and give such results as are now attained, 
if the maker had not used every exertion that 
his experience, skill and ingenuity could bring 
to bear to produce a wire, using the very best 
metals, far superior to wires used twenty years 
ago. 

You show that a wire running at 60 feet 
will, on an average, run seventy-five days and 
make a total of 255,567 pounds of paper, 
while one running at 165 feet will make 280,- 
800 pounds, and yet run only 30 days. Does 
it not prove to the satisfaction of all that wires 
are better now? I say yes, and | know that 
it is true. 

But why did you not mention wires which 
are running over 200 feet (and there are a 
number of them)? And yet paper makers 
think because, forsooth, these don’t last the 
same number of days as if on slow speed, 
that they are not as good as formerly. A 
more fallacious idea was never conceived. 
Just think of the difference in the wear and 
tear in speed between 60 feet and 200 feet! 
The momentum is greater in the latter, con- 
sequently the wires must wear out just in the 
same proportion. But nowadays the mill- 
owners have an idea that production must be 
kept up. The result is that a ‘‘ slash-dash- 
and-get-at-it-boys ” style is the rule, and the 
wire being of a fine (no thicker than a hair) 
and delicate nature is the first thing to suffer. 
The wire-maker is consequently blamed, when 
really the fault is no more his than that of the 
‘*man in the moon,” 

Again, how often machine-tenders clean the 
jackets by pouring oil of vitriol on them to 
raise the nap? They do this and the result 
is that a portion of the acid necessarily gets on 
the wire, and, of course, will make it tender. 
Who gets the blame if, because of this, the 
wire breaks prematurely? Not the machine- 
tender, but the wire maker, who is come back 
on for an allowance for ‘‘ poor wire.” 

Another thing a wire is injured by careless- 
ness or sometimes because the machine-tender 
is not an ardent admirer of the Presidential 
candidate, St. John, Is he going to throw 
the blame on himself? Not much ; if the wire 
maker can stand it, it will be given out as a 
‘* poor wire.” 

The deleterious articles used in the manu- 
facture of paper to-day compared with twenty- 
five years ago have also a tendency against 
the wear of wires. Why, bless you, things 
are used for paper-stock to-day that actually 
would not be permitted inside of the mill a 
few years ago, and yet wires must wear as 
long as in the “good old times” of running 
sixty feet a minute. If paper makers would 
only stop to think, they would have a little 
more consideration on the wire question, as

progression in paper making in the last half 
century, so great that two men and a bby can 
with the aid of amachine, make one hundred 
reams a day with less labor than they formerly 
did ten. 

Well, yes, there has been a great revolution 
not only in paper making, but in all other in- 
dustries, and with each new invention the 
purchasing power of the dollar has been in- 
creased. This of itself is a good reason why 
the number of dollars a man received for a 
day's work fifty years ago is no criterion to go 
by. If doing certain things which he pre- 
scribes would bring unusual prosperity to the 
paper maker, does he not see that as he can- 
not reduce the level of the smallest bay in 
the world without reducing the level not mere- 
ly of the ocean, with which it communicates, 
but of all the bays and oceans of the world, 
he cannot reduce the purchasing power of the 
dollar for paper without reducing in propor- 
tion its power on all of the comforts and 
necessaries of life ? 


The trades are in communication with each 
other by secret canals, which bind theta to- 
gether, thus forming a vast whole. So when, 
by a new invention, the purchasing power of 
a dollar is increased in one direction, it profits 
all, and when its power is reduced by an arti- 
ficial scarcity, caused by one line of trade, all 
will feel the loss, and this will act as a boom- 
erang on the very one which seemed at first 
to profit by it. That stern law before which 
many tremble, but which will never be 
changed because of its justice, and which has 
ordained the survival of the fittest, is the great 
lever which keeps the world moving. Of 
course, the trades never so perfectly balance 
each other but there will be what is called 
overproduction in some of the many branches 
of industrial production ; but this is only the 
signal that the time is at hand for new inven- 
tions for still better or cheaper ways of pro- 
ducing those articles which seem to have 
become too dear. Thus we will continue un- 
til we arrive at that advanced stage of civili- 
zation where we can obtain the necessaries, 
and even comforts, of life almost as cheaply 
as the very air we breathe. This is the ten- 
dency at least, and as to its being right, there 
can be no question. i

THE MONEY MARKET.—The active 
speculative operations of the past week have 
created a better demand for money, but the 
supply of loanable funds has been so much in 
excess of the requirements of borrowers that 
rates have not been affected, and the situation 
is without material change. Commercial pa- 
per has ruled quiet and steady, with first-class 
endorsements readily negotiable at 414%4@s | 
per cent. discount, and good names at 5 4@6. 
The stock market continued under bull influ- 
ences, until near the close, when prices took 





a downward turn. The advance during the 
first part of the week was caused by the buy- 
ing of speculators and covering of shorts. 
Railroad bonds were active 
closing weak and lower. Government bonds 
were steady. The market for sterling was 
fairly active and very firm, and posted rates 
were advanced %, to 4.82% and 4.86%. Actual 
rates were: 4.813(@4.82 for sixty days’, 
4.853¢@4.86 for demand, 4.864 @4.86% for 
cables, and 4.80@4.80% for commercial 
bills. Continental bills were quiet, with francs, 
at 5.243%@5.233%4 and 5.21% @5.21 ; reichs- 
marks, 94% and 94%; guilders, 39% and 
40%. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—Dealers talk a 
little more encouragingly this week of busi- 
ness and future prospects for the paper trade 
than they have since the beginning of the new 
year, but this improvement is only by contrast 
with weeks previous. Prices in the paper 
market still have a weak feeling for the most 
part, the only exception probably being Writ- 
ings, which are sustained by the reduction in 
the supply caused by two weeks’ shutting 
down of the mills. Straw-boards are in a 
particularly weak condition, and prices are 
lower than they have ever been known, $30@ 
32.50 being the range of dealers’ selling-price 
for No. 1 steam-dried, the same grade having 
sold within the past ten years as high as $70 
per ton, and twenty years ago for double that 
figure, $140. Straw Wrappings are also in a 
very weak and dull condition, notwithstand- 
ing that State manufacturers have to pay $15 | 
per ton for their straw, and present nominal | 
prices not only afford little or no profit, but it 
is asserted that competition for trade is so 
strong that sales are being made at prices 
under the cost of manufacture, 1c. to 2c. 
being the range for heavy and light weight. 
Manillas also share in the weak condition of 
other grades. We know of a dealer, who is 
also a manufacturer, who made an offer on an 
order for less than 100 tons of Manillas, de- 
livered in Philadelphia, at 53/c., the sample 
submitted with this offer being almost entirely

JUTE BUTTS.—The market is exceeding- 
ly dull, but prices remain fairly steady. We 
quote 13¢@1%e. for paper quality and 
24%@2%c. for spinning purposes, with sales 
of about 1,000 bales of paper butts and 2,000 
bales of the latter within the above range of 
prices. There has been some demand for 
superior quality of Jute stock and sales of 
Jute rejections are reported at 2c. to the ex- 
tent of about 1,000 bales. There is some dis- 
position on the part of manufacturers to bear 
the future market but without effect. The 
bulk of the new crop will be afloat by the end 
of February, and the effect of these heavy 
shipments is undoubtedly discounted now. 
The great linseed crop will soon be ready for 
shipment and it is reasonable to expect a more 


remunerative employment for ships and higher 
freights. 


WOOD PULP.—Manufacturers report that 
orders are offering less freely for all kinds of 
Ground Wood Pulp, and there is only a mod- 
erate request for foreign pulp. Quotations 
have not changed, Spruce continuing quoted 
at 2@2/c. and Poplar at 13%@1%c. as to 
quality and shipping point. 

WOOD FIBRE.—The plentiful supply of 
rags and their low price continues to lessen 
the demand for Chemical Fibre, and the offer- 
ings of the latter are quite full. Bleached is 
quoting at 44%(c. for the best makes, and Un- 
bleached at 344@3%c. in carload lots. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK. 
—The moderate purchases of some who claim 
to be far-seeing and who, although they be 
well situated as far as present or near future 
supplies are concerned, think that they can 
see a strong probability of a scarcity of stock 
and an appreciation in prices before the close 
of the spring season, have made purchases 
against wants likely to accrue during the sum- 
mer months. Business this week has seen an 
improvement to a small extent over that of the 
previous week, and some parcels which had 
been withdrawn from the market have been 
offered and found purchasers at slightly better 
figures than could be obtained before the close 
of last year. The shipments to come in by 
steam and made prior to January 1 have near- 
ly all arrived, and this accounts for the large 
imports shown by our figures this week. Al- 
though a considerable portion of these go into 
warehouse, two full cargoes of this large 
quantity, aggregating 10,378 bales of rags 
alone, come to the order of consumers, and 
will go right into consumption. The mills are 
not all working to their full capacity, and con- 
sequently are not using the quantity of stock 
that they would in times of activity and pros- 
perity, and the present supply may be counted 
as large, but when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that the regulations requiring disin- 
fection will limit future shipments very ma- 
terially, as well as add to the cost of the rags 
more than ¢c., the conditions now ruling the 
market may be entirely changed in sixty days 
or three months. The stock of rags already 
here is variously estimated at from 15,000 to 
20,000 bales. Sales have been made this week 
on the basis of London Seconds at 2\c., and 
extra fine German Blue Cottons at 2%c. The 
imports this week aggregate 11,910 bales and 
bags, embracing 10,378 bales Rags, 872 bales 
Old Papers, and 660 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The full supply of 
foreign stock in the market continues to de- 
press the market for domestic packed goods, 
and although in some instances dealers are 
disposed to hold until the supply has been re- 
duced, any offers approaching very closely to 
4c. for No. 1 City Whites as a general thing 
are accepted, but buyers largely outnumber 
sellers. The offerings of No. 2 Whites are 
larger than of No. 1 Whites : there is no basis 
on which to work up prices with the present 
supply of these, and the range asked accord-

to about the tormer line of quotations, 14 @ 
15$c., according to the packing. Cotton Can- 
vas is unchanged at 4%@4%Kc.

Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘“ The 
companies are reducing their supplies, and if 
there were any very seasonable weather it 
would be very easy to note a quick demand 
for coal, and this would bring the actual mar- 
ket price nearer to the quotations. With 
the product so much less than has been the 
case heretofore, there must soon be an end 
to all these sources of supply at anything off 
the price, and this will put the market in ex- 
cellent shape to begin the shipping season. 
The course adopted by buyers for so many 
months is still being pursued—they take only 
so much as very near requirements call for. 
The market on Bituminous is quiet, and there 
is nothing doing in the way of large trans- 
actions as yet.”’

The New Umbagog Pulp Company's three- 
story mill, at Livermore Falls, Maine, is 300 
feet by 81 feet, and pulp stock and paper board 
alone is made.

This machine 
is constructed somewhat like a heavy lathe, 
with an automatic movement of the cutting- 
knife ; the log, which is cut into lengths of 17 
inches, being properly adjusted in the machine, 
is reduced to a fine fibre about 1-600o0th part of 
an inch in thickness, and of any desired length. 
It is claimed by the company that the fibre 
produced by this machine is superior to ground 
wood pulp, as the length of the fibre increases 
the strength of the paper manufactured from 
it. The machine is able to produce a fine fibre 
from all kinds of wood, spruce, poplar, maple, 
bass, linden, and cotton wood. One machine 
of five horse-power will produee 3,000 pounds 
of fibre (dry weight) every twenty-four hours. 
From the machine the fibre is carried by a 
blower into a drying room, where it remains 
for thirty minutes, when it is sufficiently dried 
for baling and shipping. 

Wood now forms an important element in 
the paper industry. The so-called mechanical 
wood tissue obtained by grinding woods is 
gradually giving way to cellulose, or chemi- 
cally-prepared wood fibre, as the preparation 
of the latter is becoming much simpler and 
cheaper, while at the same time the quality, 
yielding a strikingly compact substance, is 
greatly improved. While cellulose was known 
to the chemist as early as 1840, it only had an 
industrial interest in 1853, six years after the 
introduction of ground fibre. It is not yet de- 
cided which kinds of wood are best adapted 
for cellulose. The coniferous, although the 
most difficult to disintegrate and to bleach, 
give the strongest and toughest fibre. The 
wood must have arrived at a certain maturity, 
but not too old, say, ten years, and the thick- 
ness of the stem at the base eight to sixteen 
inches. 

The cellulose of all plants is the same as that 
contained in rags, and, in fact, the fibre of 
some plants will give us a paper that cannot 
be made from rags. Not all plants, however, 
are adapted to the making of paper. Much 
depends upon the bark, membrane, and fibre, 
and there is a difference in the purity of the 
cellulose in various plants. 
also show a modification in the fibre of plants. 
In wood mechanically ground the fibres are | 
not separated, but adhere together by bunches. 

The first attempt to employ ground wood 
pulp was about 1859. _—Its introduction was | 
very slow and gradual up to 1870, when the 
consumption became very general in the 
United States, where about one hundred and 
fifty tons per day is now used, and adding the 
chemically-prepared wood pulp, fully four 
hundred tons are used there daily. Even with 
their large supplies of wood, prepared wood 
pulp is imported into New York from Hull 
Hamburg, and other European ports, 

The rapid growth of paper-making in the 
United States from wood pulp has led to in- | 
vestigations as to the available stock.

material is worth double that price. The sup- 
ply of wood pulp, which is mostly of inferior 
quality, from Sweden to this country, has 
only increased from 1,000 tons in 1873 to 5,000 
tons in 1882, while that of Norway has risen 
from 3,000 to 42,000 tons in the same period, 
and there are now more than twenty mills at 
work in Norway in the preparation of the 
material. Chemically-prepared wood pulp 
is now shipped from there in sheets dry, and 
mechanically-prepared wood pulp (pine and 
aspen) in sheets, containing 50 per cent. of 
moisture. The British Consul at Christiania 
states that in the period between 1866 and 
1870 the amount of wood pulp manufactured 
in Norway was only 110 tons; from 1871 to 
1875, it was about 4,600 tons; in 1876 it 
reached 12,200 tons, in 1877 14,900 tons, and 
in 1878 it rose to 19,000 tons.” In 1882 this 
country alone imported 42,214 tons of paper 
pulp and 26,966 tons of paper and pasteboard 
from Norway. 

In Austria the manufacture of paper from 
wood constitutes a considerable industry. 
There are from 80 to 100 establishments 
specially engaged in working up mechanic- 
ally-prepared pulp (pine and aspen) for this 
purpose, and 23 joined to paper mills, which 
they serve to supply. There are also several 
factories preparing cellulose or chemical wood 
pulp. 

Germany has now about 500 mills employed 
grinding wood, and wood pulp constitutes 75 
per cent. of the paper used in that country. 
The English paper makers will only use dry 
wood pulp.

It was at first used as a paper material in 
conjunction with esparto and rags. The 
Akhbar, a newspaper of Algiers, is printed on 
paper made from it, and quantities have been | 
imported from time to time for use in Lloyd’s 
paper mills at Sittingbourne. It is not, how- 
ever, held in much estimation for paper-mak- 
ing, as there is a good deal of waste from the 
tough-leaf stalks, and it requires a consid- 
erable‘quantity of chemicals to bleach it. 

The first shipment of rough palm leaves for 
paper-making were made about 1852, viz., 
1,000 cwt.; in 1856 the shipments had in- 
creased to 10,000 cwt., and to 20,000 cwt. in 
1871, but since then the demand for paper- 
making has fallen off, and it is chiefly used for 
making crin végétal or vegetable horsehair. 

In Tasmania the colony abounds in actual 
specimens of native paper manufactured by 
the primitive process of the rain beating down 
upon collected heaps of matted leaves, of a 
strong fibre. In the museum of the Royal 
Society of Tasmania are specimens collected 
from Mount Wellington, which overhangs 
Hobarton, of perfect natural paper of great 
thickness thus manufactured.— Paper-Makers’
